3. The perennial vegetables   Artichoke, Aspar­ 
agus, and Rhubarb   can be planted this month and 
next. All three have some ornamental value.

4. Cut Dahlias stalks back when the tops dry Lift 
and store the clumps of tubers in a dry place. You can 
divide them in spring

5. Spring bulbs can still be planted if you can find 
them.
